JACKSONVILLE — Utilization 
of available federal funds in the 
state's broad hospitaljzation for the 
“indigent program was the goal in 
the signing this week of a contract 
between thé State Board of Health 
and the State Department of Public 
Welfare.

Should Start Fall 


f Planting Plan Now 


GAINESVILLE — Florida vege- 
table growers are. advised to start 
Pianning their fall schedule now 
by Dr. James. Monterlaro, associ- 
ate vegetable crops specialist with 
the Florida Agrictitural eon 
Service. 

Decide’ what crops pee how 
many acres of each to plant. Since 
‘ most’ Florida vegetable growing is! 
a year round job, start early on 
jobs which can be done ‘during the 
summer. ‘ 

Plow under old vegetable crops 
left from the spring season, if it 
hasn't been done. If left. unplow- 
ed, an old crop stand is a good, 
breeding ground for insects and 
diseases. 

This is especially serious where 
a crop is planted almost contin- 
vously time after time. . 

After the land has been plowed, 
limed and thoroughly disked, plant 
it to a summer cover crop. Le- 
gummes, including southernpeas 


and soybeans, make excellent sum- 
mer cover crops. 

Florida's sandy soils are much 
improved by organic matter added 
from cover crops. Organic matter | 55 
im- 


conserves fertilizer nutrients, 
proves water holding capa: 
aeration, and drainage of the soi! 
Cover crops also tend to hold down 


t seeds.
